CAI SE FOR ALARM 
The success of many local drives has inevitably re­ 
sulted in large accumulations of scrap at collection depots 
in all parts of the country. And these large stockpiles 
have in turn been the cause of misinformation and 
apprehension on the part of the general public. 
In 
some instances, the size of these* piles of scrap created 
the mistaken impression that the need for scrap was 
not being moved as fast as it came in. 
These mistaken 
ideas must be corrected at once. 
As R. K. White, Chief of the WRB General Salvage 
Section, points out, “community scrap piles can be 
likened to the corn in a farm er’s crib. 
The fact that 
this corn is not being fed at the moment is no indica­ 
tion th at the farmer grew more corn than lie needed. Jt 
is simply being being held in storage against the day 
when it will be required by his livestock.” 
It is essential that the public fully understand the 
true meaning of the growing scrap piles now springing 
up all over the country. 
The purpose of scrap drives 
is to build up an immense reservoir of easily accessible* 
scrap which the steel mills can draw on throughout 
the winter months to maintain steel production at ca­ 
pacity. 
That point cannot be emphasized too often. 
Finally it must be driven home that dwindling stock­ 
piles, and not growing .stockpiles, are cause for alarm. 


VALI ABLE PAMPHLET 
So that consumers will be able to repair their own 
electrical appliances in the near future when mechanics 
have gone into defense work, R. U. Burlingame, head of 
the department of Agricultural Engineering at Penn 
State, has issued a little hook: “Home Electrification.” 
This book was received today by the Defense Council 
chairman, Mrs. H. W. Conarro, and placed in the War­ 
ren Library for circulation. 
“With the majority of home appliances not being 
made, each home owner must learn care and preventative 
maintenance. The civilian will have to roll up his sleeves 
and go to work to fix his own broken down equipment,” 
Mr. Burlingame explains. He shows the proper way to 
care for all home equipment. 
“Making Meat Stretch,” a new bulletin issued by the 
Pennsylvania State Council of Defense was received 
in W arren today, and will be distributed among the 
women through the various church societies and clubs. 
It shows how much meat adults and children need, 
compares the meat allowance of European countries with 
United States, and gives many new recipes for “.stretch­ 
ing meat.” 
Several copies are now in the library.

Fleming, director of physical edu­ 
cation in Beaty school, presented 
before the December meeting of 
Social Science Club one of the 
most interesting and provocative 
papers yet heard bv the group. 
Disclaiming any attempt to solve 
the perennially pressing problem 
of maintaining higher physical fit­ 
ness. lie gave a vivid picture of 
what the present draft has reveal­ 
ed concerning this problem and 
, some procedures leaders believe 
might help in a solution. 
His analysis of draft rejections 
in the Civil War, World War I 
and the present conflict brought 
praise from dqctors present. 
He 
i stated that in spite of progressive­ 
ly better results of a modern health 
program over 40 years, it has 
taken a wa • crisis to repeal that 
two-lift ha of what should ho our 
healthiest 
group

Americans 
have been rejected for military 
service. 
He declared the fundamentals of 
health to be nourishment, rest, 
sleep and play; faulty nutrition 
ranks high in causes of lowered 
physical fitness; play is important, 
yet most neglected py adults. 
Most revealing was his discus­ 
sion of physical education in the 
schools, with classes two to four 
times too large, fac’litics inade­ 
quate for effectiveness.

SECOND STATEMENT 


TO NATIONAL WAR LABOR BOARD 


The following statement was submitted to the National War Labor 


Board at its meeting in Washington on December 8, 1942: 


The W ar Labor B oard on Ndvember 5, 1942, 
issued an order that W ards “ incorporate” in a 
contract with a C. I. O. union at C hicago: 


1. A clause establishing a form of the closed 
shop, called “ M aintenance of M em bership,” to­ 
gether with a check-off of union dues from w ages. 


2. A clause providing for com pulsory arbi­ 
tration on any questions the union wishes to raise. 


3. A clause guaranteeing in these uncertain 
tim es present w age and working conditions for 
a year. 


W ards rejected this order of the Board for 
these reason s: 


1. The B oard w as without authority. 
Con­ 
gress, the only law -m aking authority under the 
Constitution, has not em pow ered the B oard to 
order any em ployer to do any of the things which 
the B oard dem anded of W ards. 


2. The 
order 
violated 
the 
fundam ental 
principles of liberty. 
Liberty requires that an 
em ployee be free to join or to resign from a union 
without jeopardizing his livelihood. 
Liberty re­ 
quires that an em ployer be free to em ploy the 
person best suited for the work. 


3. The order w as in itself illegal. 
The order 
requires W ards, first, to interfere with the free 
choice of its em ployees to resign from the union; 
second, to give support to the union by a check­ 
off of union dues; and third, to discrim inate 
again st em ployees if they resigned their m em ­ 
bership in the union, all in direct violation of the 
N ational Labor Relations A ct. 


4. W ards operates in a highly com petitive 
field com posed of 1,750,000 retail establishm ents. 
It is 'unfair to impose burdens upon W ards and 
not upon those with whom it is in com petition. 


The imposition of the Closed Shop against 
W ards cannot be justified by reference to the 
so-called No Strike A greem ent. 
W ards w as not 
a party to this agreem ent. 
W ards had no voice 
in the selection of those who, as representatives 
of Industry, attended the Conference in Decem ­ 
ber, 1941, which form ulated this agreem ent. 
W ards has never ratified the results of that 
Conference. 
, 


Furtherm ore, the conference itself did not 
agree that the W ar Labor B oard m ight impose 
the C losed Shop principle. 
Those acting as rep­ 
resentatives of Industry expressly recom m ended 
to the President that this issue not be considered 
by the Board. 
The B oard, in ordering a form of 
C losed Shop at W ards, has acted contrary to 
these expressed recom m endations of the Industry 
representatives. 


If W ards had had the right to test the legality 
of the B oard ’s dem ands in a court, W ards would 
have done so, but W ards w as deprived of a 
rem edy in the courts by the B oard’s com plete 
lack of legal authority to com pel obedience of 
its order. 
The court will only act when legal 
rights have been violated. 
The courts have de­ 
clared that the mere m aking of dem ands which 
do not have to be obeyed does not, in the eyes of 
the law , violate any legal right. 
The B oard ’s 
very lack of authority thus resulted in a denial 
to W ards, as it has to other em ployers, of a right 
to relief in the courts. 


The President of the United States as well as 
the B oard is wholly without constitutional au­ 
thority to order any em ployer to do the things 
dem anded of W ards. 
Nevertheless, in deep re­ 
spect for the President and his great responsibility 
in tim e of w ar, W ards said, in rejecting the 
B o ard ’s order: 


“ If Congress im posed Closed Shops, com pul­ 


sory arbitration or contracts for a year’s duration 
on em ployers, or if the President of the United 
States, as Commander-in-Chief in time of war, 
directs that W ards accept the B oard’s ruling, 
which we earnestly believe is illegal and un­ 
economic, we will respectfully obey.” 


The President on November 18 wrote the 
Company, saying: 


“ A s Commander-in-Chief in time of w ar . . . 
I . . . direct M ontgom ery W ard and Com pany to 
comply, without further delay, The National W ar 
Labor B oard’s directive order of November 5, 
1942.” 


W ards im m ediately answered: v 


“ Your order of November 18th has been re­ 
ceived and will be promptly obeyed.” 


W ards thereupon altered the general form of 
its contract with unions and incorporated, word 
for word, the clauses ordered by the W ar Labor 
Board. This document was offered to the union. 
The tym pany has fully complied with the Presi­ 
dent’s direction and will continue to do so. 


The document which the President has di­ 
rected W ards to sign is not a contract. 
The 
requisite of a contract is that there be a m eeting 
of the minds or agreem ent between the parties. 
There has been no agreem ent between W ards and 
the union. 
The document which the President 
hr».s ordered W ards to sign affects the rights and 
liberties of W ards and of its employees. 
There-, 
fore, in order that the document itself may be 
clear and state the facts, W ards informatively 
included these three sentences: 


“ The following provisions are not voluntarily 
agreed to by the Company. 
In the Com pany’s 
opinion they are illegal and unsound. 
These 
provisions are copied verbatim from the W ar 
Labor Board’s order of November 5, 1942, and 
are incorporated herein, on the Com pany’s part, 
under duress and only because the President of 
the United States as Commander-in-Chief in 
time of war has expressly ordered that they be 
included.” 


These three sentences are in all respects true. 
They do not aller the effect of the provisions 
ordered by the B o a rd —provisions which W ards 
will carry out. 
Nevertheless, the union has re­ 
fused to sign the offered document. 


W ards will be happy to accept any im prove­ 
ment in the wording of this statem ent, but W ards 
will resist any attem pt to hide the truth by a 
change in its substance. 


On January 9, 1941, the President said: 


“ In the future days which we seek to m ake 
secure, we look forw ard to a world founded upon 
four essential human freedom s. The first is free­ 
dom of speech and expression— everywhere in 
the w orld.” 


W ards feels that it is bound by the rules of 
good citizenship to m ake sure that the simple 
truth about these provisions and W ards’ accept­ 
ance of them be not hidden from or m isrepre­ 
sented to its 100,000 employees, its 60,000 share­ 
holders, and its many millions of customers. The 
elimination of this statem ent would serve no 
purpose but to conceal the truth from readers of 
the document. 


W ards has cheerfully met with the union and 
with this Board whenever requested. W ards has 
prom ptly obeyed the direction of the President. 
W ards insists that its right to tell the truth not be 
destroyed.
